The clock was manufactured in 
London, and it works by means of 
the peculiar force which is emitted 
from radium, a small tube of which 
forme its most important part.

NEW YORK, June 23.—The regular 
Summer vacation of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions will be suspended this 
year, zo that the court may be avail- 
able if District Attorney Jerome be- 
gins prosecytion in connection with 
the affairs of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society. This action was taken 
upon the request of District Attorney 
Jerome. 

The District Attorney, in making his 
motion to suspend the court's vaca- 
tion, said he had a letter from Gov. 
Higgins offering to place the evidence 
obtained by Superintendent of Insur- 
ance Hendricks at Jerome's disposal. 
Jerome added: 

“It is my desire to have that evi- 
dence, and it is my intention to go 
through it very thoroughly. I am not 
in a position to know at this time 
whether there has deen a violation of 
the law, but it is my duty to find out. 

“It is unusual for the Governor to 
address a letter such as I have re- 
ceived to the district attorney, and it 
focuses public attention upon me. 1 
have made arrangements with Justice 
Davis of the criminal branch of the 
Supreme Court, and he will continue 
the June term of that court through 
the summer. The powers of bo 
courts can, if necessary. be invoked. It 
will take me some time to learn 
whether I shall need the assistance 
of the courts.” 

Atty.-Gen, Julius M. Mayer was at 
his office today, engaged in going over 
the proceedings of the Equitable So- 
clety. When asked how soon he would 
begin action against the Kauitable or- 
ficers scored in the Hendricks re- 
port, Mayer replied: “Action wil! be 
taken as soon as it is physically pos- 
sible, and it will not be a matter of 
weeks, but of days, only, before we 
will be ready. Not only ‘have I got to 
Ko over the Hendricks report, but the 
testimony which preceded that report 
and on which the report is based.” 
He was of the opinion that separate 
actions would be taken. one for the 
restitution of funds wrongfully elicited 
and another for the debarment pro- 
ceedings against officers of the so- 
clety. In commenting on this phase of 
the situation, Mayer said: 

“This is a novel action, apd it ts 

the first time in the history of the 
State of New York where debarment 
proceedings against officials ot an in- 
surance company wil} have been 
taken. Under the insurance law, the 
application of which has never yet 
been put in practice, the Attorney Gen- 
eral has power debar efficers of an 
insurance company who have been 
found derelict in their duties, and de- 
barment not only precludes them from 
holding positions as officers, but also 
debars them from acting as directors, 
not only in the company from which 
they have been debarred, but from any 
Other insurance company doing dus! 
ness within the confines of the State, 
and the Attorney General is the one to 
enforce the action.” 
August Belmont said today that his 
resignation as a director of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society was for- 
warded to Grover Cleveland June 14. 

“I have not been notified that any 
action has been taken on my resigna- 
tien or letter,” he said, “and have not 
even received an acknowledgment’ of 
the letter from Mr. Cleveland.” 
Beimont’s letter to Mr. Cleveland fol- 


lows: 

“NEW YORK, June 14, 1808. 
“My Dear Sir: I have been a policy- 
holder of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society since 1887. I was elected a di- 
rector in 1892, and have served ever 
since, and from the year 18982 to 1895 
I served on the finance committee. My 
election, however, although qualified 
fer directorship, as a policy holder.

“Inasmuch as this particular amount 
of stock has now passed into a truet,

LESSONS OF THE WAR. 
AS THEY IMPRESS FOSS. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TU THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 23. —[{Excliu- 
sive Dispatch.) George E. Foss, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Naval 
Affaira, is going to the Far East on a 
special mission of observation. The 
United States has a naval station at 
Cavite and is establishing a large sta- 
tion at Olongapo. 

In answer to the question: “Has the 
contact of the hostile fleets in the ori- 
ent thanged your views to any extent 
about the naval programme which 
Congress should authorize?’ 

The chairman repliec: “I am sure 
that when we have accurate informa- 
tion of that fight it should give us new 
ideas on naval construction and naval 
warfare. I mean such an account as 
would furnish technical students of na- 
val affairs a basis upon which to de- 
termine the relative value of different 
types of ships. I do not think anyone 
can say from present information that 
the results of the Far Eastern war have 
been so distinct as to eliminate the 
necessity for any particular type of 


ship. 

The first great lesson of the war is 
to be prepared. That nation which is 
best prepared when war breaks out has 
a chance of striking a blow from which 
its antagonist may never recover. I am 
strongly in favor of continuing the 
policy of building up our navy. I think 
the country, more than ever before, 
will approve of that policy. 

“All our interests in the Far East, 
which are growing greater with every 
year, our increasing foreign trade, the 
stability of the Philippine government 
and the backing up of our foreign poll-. 
clea, demand a strong and efficient navy. 
Whatever happens to the Philippines in 
the future, we shall always need a 
large naval base there, because our 
fleets could not exist without one.”

LONDON, June 23.—{ By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Whitelaw Reid, the American Am- 
Dassa dor, who has been officially re- 
ceived by King Edward and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and entertained 
socially by royalty and the leaders of 
English society, made his first public 
appearance as American Ambassador 
tonight at a dinner given in his honor 
by the Pilgrims’ Society of London. The 
gathering included many of England's 
most famous men, with a sprinkling 
of American residents of London, all of 
whom gave the heartiest welcome to 
the American representative. 

The largest banquet hall at Claridges 
was crowded, and presented a brilliant 
scene. The hall was plainly but daint- 
ily decorated, with entwined American 
and British flags, huge bells of Amer- 
ican Beauty roses and clusters of other 
flowets, while the numerous round ta- 

les at which «the company dined were 
ecorated with red and pink roses and 
green climbers. 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts pre- 
sided, and several hundred guests were 
present. Lord Roberts, in proposing a 
toast to King Edward and President 
Roosevelt, said: 

“The “first toast on this vast pro- 
gramme is one which cannot but appeal 
to everyone in this room. It is that 
of King Edward and President Roose- 
velt. I thought that on an occasion 
such as this, when we Pilgrims of this 
country assemble to do honor to a 
brother pligrim, in the person of the 
eminent gentieman who has come to 
this country to represent America at 
the Court of St. James, it would be ap- 
propriate to bracket the names of the 
rulers of the respective countries, not 
only because they are our rulers, but 
because in their persons we have two 
of the greatest peacemakers of the 
present time. 

“When we reflect on the happy re- 
sults of King Edward's continental 
journeys, upon the friendly relations of 
Great Britain with other powers, and 
indeed on all and every phase of the 
King's reign, King Edward's success 
as & promoter of peace and good feel- 
ing stands out preéminent. The same 
might be said of President Roosevelt, 
who even now is giving the world the 
strongest proof of his love of peace and 
who may be considered to be one of 
civilization’s truest friend. 

“I ask you all to drink to the health, 
long life and prosperity of the King 
and of that distinguished American 
gentieman, President Roosevelt.” 

Lord Roberts's reference to President 
Roosevelt's effort to end the war was 
received with cheers. 

To Premier Balfour fell the task of 
proposing the toast to the guest of the 
evening. Mr. Balfour «aid that the 
sentiments with which they regarde! 
the American Ambassador were differ- 
ent from those meted out to the repre- 
sentative of any other power. The 
American Ambassador represented not 
an alien power, but a power of whose 
greatness Great Britain was prou’. a 
whose progress Great Britain h 
watched with interest. Each succe4- 
ing year made the two great hers of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization feel how much 
they had in common. 

Whitelaw Reid's predecessors had in- 
dicated that it was the wish of Arver- 
ica to be little entangled in the po.itics 
of the Old World, but Premier Balfour 
said he doubted whether that doctrine 
in its extreme purity would be much 
longer maintained, as it was not rea- 
sonable to think that some great planet 
could be suddenly introduced into the 
solar system and remain there without 
having an effect on the planets with 
which it associated. This, the Premier 
asserted, was seen in President Roose- 
velt’s efforts toward peace. In this 
great crisis, the United States had the 
great advantage of not having been 60 
far entangled in any of the complicated 
relations which embarrassed the west- 
err European powers, but President 
Roosevelt had taken the right time and 
used exactly the right means of initiat- 
ing negotiations which every man in 
Great Britain and every man in the 
civilized world desired should end ty 
the termination of the war. net

A story is current in the city that 
the day before Grand Duke Alexis re- 
signed the post of High Admiral he 
received a formal warning from the 
Terrorists informing him that unless 
he retired within twenty-four hours a 
sentence on him would be passed and 
executed. 

After the disturbances of January 
22, which resulted in much bloodshed 
in St. Petersburg, it was reported that 
Grand Duke Alexis had been con- 
demned to death by the Terrorists. It 
was further asserted that for a long 
time after the murder of Grand Duke 
Sergius, February 17, Alexis did not 
‘eave his palace, as he had again been 
notified that the Terrorists had placed 
his name on the list of those who were 
to be executed. 

The Governor General of the Cau- 
casus has telegraphed to the Minister 
of the Interior to the effect that order 
has been resored at the city of Erivan 
but excitement still prevails in the 
villages of the province of that name. 

A letter from the Caucasus says the 
Molckans have prepared to follow the 
example of the Doukhobors and are 
beginning to emigrate to America to 
escape official oppression.

CHICAGO TEAMSTERS GET AN 
EMPTY CONSOLATION.

All Obstacles Which Have Prevent- 
ed an “Ending” of the Strike Ap- 
pear Eliminated Now and Deluded 
Victims are Privileged te Hunt for 


Jobs Again. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CHICAGO, June 23.—Al!! the obstacies 
which have prevented an ending of the 
teamsters’ strike appear to have been 
eliminated, and the indications tonight 
are that unless something unforeseen 
develops, hostilities between the op- 
posing interests will cease within a 
short time. ' 

At a meeting today between the com- 
mittee representing, the strikers and J. 
V. Farwell for the Employers’ Associa- 
tion, the question of a conspicuous 
display of the union button, which has 
been opposed by the employers during 
the peace negotiations, was settled. 
This question is to be left to the em- 
ployers individually, the association 
agreeing to withdraw the demand for 
the elimination of the union emblem. 

As the button proposition has been 
the chief stumbling block during the 
latest efforts to reach a peaceful set- 
tlement of the difficulty, it is the gen- 
eral belief that the trouble is drawing 
to a close, as all the other terms of 
settlement made by the employers have 
been accepted by the officials represent- 
ing the strikers. 

During the meeting with Mr. Farwell 
the subcommittee of the Teameters 
Union assured the employers’ represen- 
tative that his terms of settlement 
would be satisfactory to the men, but 
that the result of the meeting would 
have fo be reported to the general com- 
mittee before any official action could 
be taken. ) 

Arrangements were made with Mr. 
Farwell to meet representatives of the 
general committee, when, according to 
the labor leaders, the settlement of the 
strike will be completed with the ex- 
ception of taking a referendum vote by 
the strikers on the proposition.

AILROADS MAKE 
LOWER ORE RATE. 


GOLDFIELD’S WATER SUPPLY 18 


The railroads between Tonopah and 
San Francisco, nearly all of which the 
Seuthern Pacific owns, have put into 
effect a new schedule of rates on ore 
which will permit the shipment of a 
much lower grade than formerly. Un- 
Cer the new tariff $6 per ton u be 
Charged on ore netting $25 or less. It 
is expected that the rate from Gold- 
field, when the line is completed, will 
not be more than a dollar additional, 
so that mine owners can get about halt 
of the proceeds paying freigi.t 
and smelter charges. In thie way 
quite a jow grade can be handed. 

Under the high rates that have hith- 
erto prevailed, only the very highest 
class of ore could be sent to the smel- 
ter, with the result that thousands of 
tons lay on the dumps, and lessees 
were especially handicapped on ac- 
count of the limited time allowed them. 
The establishment of mills in the dis- 
trict was stimulated thereby. 

The new schedule is as follows: Ore 
netting $25 and under, $6; $40 and un- 
der, 37.50; $50 and under. $9: $100 and 
under, 14.50; 200 and under. $17.50: $300 
and under, $18.50, and on ore going 
more than $300 per ton 2 per cent. is 
added to the $300 rate. 

GOLDFIELD WATER FAMINE. 

The Goldfield § district is short on 
water supply. The demand has reached 
a point far in excess of the caprecity 
of the companies that are furnishing 
the essential life fuld, both at the town 
of Goldfield and at Columbia, and they 
have raised their rates nearly 100 per 
cent. Shertage of supply is the reason 
officially given, and consumers have 
been warned. There is reported to be 
much dissatisfaction. 

INDUSTRIAL FREEDOM SOUGHT. 

A dispatch from Carson City states 
that the mining interests of Nevada 
have decided to carry the eight-hour 
law to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which has already de- 
clared a similar New York statute ap- 
pliable to bakeries to be unconstitu- 
tional. A formal notice of appeal has 
already been filed in the State Supreme 
Court at Carson City, in the case of 
eter Kair. a millman, who was fined 
$100 for working overtime.

ARIZONA MINES. 
CLIFTON-MORENCI PROGRESS. 
Announcement is made that the 

Shannon company at Clifton will have 
a converter plant in operation before 
the close of the year. Heretofore the 
Shannon matte has deen run through 
the converters of the Arisona Copper 
Company, at Clifton, at much added 
expense through transportation and 
cooling. 

The output of the Cliften district 
furnaces is running about 5,500,000 
pounds of copper a month. The Ari- 
zona Copper Company is producing 
somewhat less than 3,000,000 pounds, 
the Detroit, at Morenci, about 1,500,000, 
and the Shannon about 1,300,000 pounds. 
The capacity of each of the plants is 
being increased by addition of machin- 
ery or by concentration, and it is hoped 
that the production will almost be 
doubled by the close of the year. 

A novel briquetting plant, made in 
England. is being added to the equip- 
ment of the Arizona Copper Company, 
with capacity for compressing twenty- 
five tons a day of siack coal or coke 
or flue dust. 

A new concentrator, with capacity 
for 700 tons of ore a day. is being built 
by the Arisona company at Morenci 
It is to be equipped with vanners and 
Hancock jigs, and the handling of the 
ores will be practically automatic. The 
concentrator is to be supplied through 
a jong tunnel, that will tap the Hum- 
boldt mine. the company’s heaviest 
producer, the ore cars being hauied by 
electric motors. The tailings of the 
concentrator wil! be hauled back into 
the mine, after being dried, and will 
be dumped into dead stopes, thus di«- 
pensing with the necessity for dump- 
ing room and saving the farmers of 
the lower valleys from “slickins”’ in 
their irrigating water. 

The New England and Clifton Cop- 
per Company, with claims above Clir- 
ton, ts in shape to begin shipments of 
about 500 tons a month to the smelter. 
The ore averages n per cent. copper. 

A phenomenal deposit of tron-copper 
sulphide has been struck in the great 
tunnel of the Chase Creek Copper Com- 
pany, near Clifton, at a depth of 700 
feet from the surface above. The ore 
ie Intensely sulphuretic, pure sulphur 
being found occasionally in such quan- 
tity that its dust permeates the cloth- 
ing of the miners, The management 
believes the ore will command free 
treatment at any custom smeiter be- 
cause of this excess of sulphur. It is 
proposed to erert a small smelter at 
the tunnel mouth to experiment in the 
working of the ore.

This corporate ingenuity has pro- 
duced something which if not a legal 
Vacuum is at least neither flesh nor 
fowl. The entity ie not a shipper when 
it does not suit the interests to have it 
se; it is not a common carrier when 
that character will entail public re- 
sponsibility. By the time the Senate 
committee gets through with it it may 
appear that the only indisputable part 
of it is the charges the ordinary shipper 
has to pay.—(Pittsburgh Dispatch.

Comes in Tent and is Winner 
of Converts. 
New Christian Church to be 
| Dedicated Tomorrow. 
— 24 — 
Music Institutes are Drawing 
Large Crowds. 


Rev. K. J. Bulgin, an evangelist of 
the Sam Jones type, will arrive in this 
city from the North today, and will 
begin a series of meetings in Newman 
Methodist Church, near Seventh street 
and Towne avenue, on Sunday. Dr. 
Bulgin is said to be taller and home- 
Her than Abraham Lincoln, and is a 
converted lawyer. Rev. George Foster 
faid of him yesterday: “He is a man 
of the Sam Jones type, but if Jones 
were on an opposite corner, the latter 
would prove only a side attraction.” 

He carries with him an immense tent, 
measuring 70 by 170 feet, which is now 
being used for holding some of the 
meetings in connection with the En- 
deaver convention at Santa Barbara. It 
will arrive here on Monday and be set 
up at Fifth street and Towne avente, 
in time to transfer the meeting to it 
on Wednesday evening. It will seat 
3000 people and has been too small for 
the crowds at a number of smaller 
towns than Los Angeles. 

Bulgin began at Long Beach six 
months ago, where he bought a home 
and will permanently reside. There 
een to have been no uncommon re- 
sults of his meetings at that place, 
but from there he went to Riverside. 
where he had over 600 conversions. Go- 
ing from there to Santa Ana, he du- 
plicated the interest awakened at Riv- 
erside and 500 persons professed conver- 
sion. The excitement was great, and 
special trains were run nightly from 
Riverside. He has since been at San 
Bernardino, Colton and last at Santa 
Barbara. 

He has been engaged to have charge 
of some of the services at the Method- 
ist camp meeting at Huntington Beach, 
which will open on the new Chautau- 
qua grounds on August 30. 


CHURCH COMPLETED. 
WILL BE DEDICATED. 


The handsome new Magonlta-a venue 
Christian Church has just been com- 
pleted at a cost of over $16,000, and will! 
be dedicated tomorrow, 

The structure has an auditorium that 
will seat 700 persons and a Sunday- 
achool room that will accommoedate 400 
more. In arranging for throwing the 
two rooms into one the architect has 
shrewdly and with economy of space 
compassed several difficulties. The pul- 
pit platform is so constructed that it 
in part in each room, and is divided 
by a partition that when not wanted 
drops down entirely out of sight, the 
other two sections across the main 
floor sliding upward. 
ne end of the platform is seated for 
the choir, and the troublesome question 
of a baptistry is disposed of by build- 
ing it just back of the pulpit where 
it is in full view from all parts of the 
church. It is surrounded by a cement 
curb, in a tile effect, and is always 
open. A passageway leads to the rob- 
ing reom in the rear. The whole ar- 
rangement is compact and neat. 

There are commodious galleries in 
both rooms, and the whole Interior is 
constructed on the most modern lines, 
with Oregon pine finish, dove-colored 
walls and handsome oak pews. 

The buliding is of Gothic architecture 
and is constructed of artificial stone 
below and cement finish above the floor 
line. A large basement is finished for 
social purposes. 

The dedicatory service will be held 
at 11 o'clock Sunday morning, when 
the sermon will be preached by Rev. 
C. C. Chapman; at 3:30 p.m. a commu- 
nion service will be held, conducted by 
Rev. B. F. Coulter of the Broadway 
Christian Church; Rev. A. C. Smither 
of the First Christian Church will 
preach in the evening. 

This congregation was organized 
eighteen months ago with 87 members 
and now has 260 members. 


MUSIC INSTUTUTES. 

START OFF WELL 
The Sunday-schoo| Music Institute 
held its sessions yesterday in the Un- 
versity Methodist Church, it being the 
second day of the series. 
These institutes are just what their 
name implies; they are institutes for 
general instruction about music and 
how to use it, and are not mere sing- 
ing schools, though the aim is to teach 
all those who sing, to sing well; not 
with the superficial purpose of enter- 
tainment, but as a means of grace.

BIBLE LESSONS. 


FOREWORD. 


We have been studying the Master 
through John's eyes, for six months. 
He began by showing us the Son of 
God in His pre-incarnate existence, be- 
fore He became Son of Man: he closes 
by showing Him as the August Ruler. 
triumphing over all His enemies and 
| gathering His own to Himself in His 
heavenly home. We are to take a 
glance at Him as disclosed in the last 
twelve lessons. Our point of tiew in 
this review will be that of 

CHRIST'S POWER. 

1.) Power over His Flock. 

He is “The Good Shepherd.” x, 7-18. 

(a.) He and He alone has power to 
open the door of access to God and to 
all blessedness, for He is the door. 

(b.) He has power to secure their 
safety. In a fold sheep were safe, 
because of the strong walls, a single 
door and a strong and sleepless rter 
at the door, while within the f the 
presence of the shepherd himself would 
give all the comfort of safety. Out of 
the fold He protects them against wild 
beasts and and thorns and 
briars. 

(c.) He gives them sustenance, for 
He leads them out to the best pas- 
ture lands. 

(4.) He gives them liberty, for it is 
in and out as need may require. 

(e.) He gives them peculiar pleas- 
ure in their fellowship with each other 
and with Him. 

(f.) He gives them life, even at the 
cost of His own life. All of this is 
because He owns them, by inheritance 
and purchase, knows them and loves 
them, 

(2.) Power over Death. 

This He shows by raising Lazarus 
from the dead. xi: 32-45. We note His 
emotion of sympathy for the sisters, 
due in part to close personal friend- 
ship for them, and Hig emotion of in- 
dignation at the Jews for turning this 
into an Occasion of hypocrisy and hat- 
red. We note how His emotions showed 
themselves in prompt action and ten- 
der tears. We note that in the deed 
iteelf there was careful preparation for 
itt—by previous prayer to God; by 
thanksgiving in the presence of the 
people, so that they would know the 
source of His power and be likewise 
thankful; by assigning to others the 
work they could do. We note the ef- 
feet—the increased faith or many, and 
the final determination and plan of the 
rulers to kill Him. 

(3.) Power over Friends and Foes. 

The supper at Bethany (xii, 1-11) was 
given in His honor by friends, who ap- 
preciated what He had done tor their 
town, in making it one of His stopping 


places, and what He had done for 
them, in raising Lazarus from the 
grave. He enjoyed it, because He had 


all the noble instincts of friendship 
and He was to die in jess 
than a week and this was an assurance 
of undying love. No one ever had such 
power over his friends. It drew out 
the extraordinary deed of Mary and at 
the same time excited the envy and 
malice of his deepest enemy, Judas. 
He saw in Marys deed, an anointing 
of His body for its burial, though no 
one save Mary had seemed to see the 
tragedy coming on. His approval pre- 
serves the deed in holy fame forever. 
(4.) Power over Populace. 

In “the entry”—xli:12-26—we see how 


multitude. If He had wanted to lead 
them in a revolt against Rome they 
would have wildly followed. This was 
the first demonstration He 
King of the Jews. He did it because it 
was right to declare Himself some time. 
and now was the best time. He can 
do it in His own way; He can even run 
the risk of bringing the officers upon 
Him, for the popular approval will pro- 
tect Him; He can run the risk of losing 
His followers when they learn that He 
in not a belligerent King. but “the 
Prince of Peace,” for they will be dis- 
appointed and leave Him. The effect 
of it on the disciples is an excited 
enthusiasm; on the populace, a growing 
wonder; on the rulers, a firmer pur- 
pose to put Him out of the way: on 
Himself a deepening sorrow that His 
Own nation can be so blindly insane 
and so insanely blind. 

65.) Power in Serving. 

He does the most menial service in 
washing His disciples’ feet, xiil:1-14. 
He was great enough to do that, while 
they were quarreling over who Should 
be greatest. It showed His greatness. 
It rebuked their smaliness. in doing 
so, He is settling a dispute among them 
and showing that the law of life, which 
in the condition of greatness. It was 
an object lesson in humble service, not 
an ordinance, but an object lerson. 
They are to do that for each other. 
whenever it is needed, as a persona! 
service, not to some one person on 
some stated occasion, in a formal, im- 
personal way, as when some ecclesias- 
tical dignitary dramatically washes 
some peasant’s feet on a state occasion, 
and then never does a personal deed of 
lowly ministry to him afterward, but 
every day do the act of lowly service. 
(6.) Power over Life and Destiny. 
“The vine and the branches” (xv:1-12) 
represent Him as the source of the life 
of His disciples. He and they are one 
in a spiritual union that neither dis- 
tance nor death can dissolve. He was 
about to leave them, but He would 
always be with them, for they are one. 
as a vine and its branches constitute 
one whole. There is interdependence 
between Him and them. He supplies 
their Ute and also the material out 
of which the fruit is grown. If they 
are dependent on Him for life, He ts 
dependent on them for manifesting that 
life. If they are dependent on Him 
for the materia! for fruit, He is de- 
pendent on them to bear that fruit. 
He supplies the material for much fruit, 
and expects it, for all things that they 
can ever need are to be found in Him. 
i.) Power with Ged. 

He “prays for his followers” with 
wer, 17:15-26. He was close to the 
ather and could have what He wished. 
His power with God is shown in the 
specific biessings he asked for there 
who were present and those of all lands 
and ages—that they might be kept from 
the world’s evil, perfected in truth, be 
one with Him and tthe Father, and with 
each other, and thus give a testimony 
that will secure ihe world’s belief and 
bring glory to God. He asks for therm 
the highest enjoyments mortals can 
have, to be with Him in heaven. to 
mare is glory and enjoy.His love for- 
ever. He also arranges for the answer 
to His love forever. He also arranges 
for the answer to this prayer and ves 
them also the privilege of praying. 
Poser is self command. 
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He could arouse the enthusiasm of nad | 


made as 


— every charge, and knew He had 
power to turn upon them and send 
them fiying in terror and dismay. with 
only a look or-a-word, but He h power 
to let them have their way. Of course 
he had an adequate motive. That mo- 
tive was to obey the law of sacrifice 
written in His soul as well as in the 

of the law. He knew Plates 
weakness, and He wanted to save him 
from it. He knew their viciousness and 
He would cure them, but there is only 
one hope and He allows them to have 
their. way. 

(%) Power over His own life. 

His crucifixion (19x17-30) browght Him 
face to face with death, and He gave 
up His spirit, in fulfillment of His own 
claim that He had power to lay down 
His life and to take it up again. It 
was a death of shame—on the cross: 
on a false charge; attended by inaults; 
an occasion jealous encounters be- 
tween the Jewish officials and their 
Roman ruler; in place of sinners and 
accounted by God to be sin, so that He 
must turn away from the sufferer. It 
Was also wunexpress?ble torture. The 
physical pain was great, for His nerv- 
ous system was 80 pure mat He would 
suffer more than any ether. But the 
physical suffering was what He felt. 
It wag for sin He suffered. It was a 
supernatural death, for He gave up His 
spirit and died of His own voluntary. 

(10.) Power to resume Mee, 

His “Resurrection,” 20:11-28 was 
His own act. Though they buried Him, 
Sealed the grave and set a careful 
watch, He rose. Though His body was 
marred, He resumed it and glorified 
it. Though the disciples were deter- 
mined not to believe it, they were com- 
pelied to. He lingered on earth long 
enough to prove to all that He had 
really risen. He began to manifest 
Himself first to those who needed Him 
the most, searched the most diligently 
and could serve Him the most effi- 
clenuUy. For those reasons Mary Mag- 
dalene saw Him first. 

(11) His power over the world. 

In His Messages, Revelations 1:10- 
20, yeurs afterward to the churches, 
through John He dieciose to the perse- 
cuted churches the triumphs that He 
should win, in confict with the great 
world powers and forces of evil. Trou- 
blous times were coming, but He is 
greater than all the forces arrayed 
against Him end His people. His 
power over His churches is manifested. 
He is their Lord. The ministers are 
His servants. He holds them in His 
night hand of possession, authority and 
power. He has power to point out their 
worth and their failures, to approve the 
former and warning against the latter. 

(i2.) His power in heaven. 

In “The Heaventy Home,“ Revelation 
2 1-11. He is ite light. He it is who 
sets the river of life feowing toward us; 
plants the tree of life; prepares the 
home of many ma ; keeps out 
every cursed thing; establishes the 
throne of lordship in security; discloses 
His face to the loving disciples, and 
thereby completes their likeness to 
Him; writes His name of ownership 
and love, like an autograph on their 
foreheads; tluminates all things with 
the light of Hise glorious person; as- 
signe His servants to suitable and hon- 
orable service: estabDlishes them to 
kingship with Himeelf. 

The story of all this, His angel tells 
John to make known to the churches of 
those times and of all times. so ac- 
curately that no one will mistake and 
all can have ott just as He saw and 
heard. [ft ls a written communication.

LIBRARY FUSS GOES 
TO MAYOR'S CABINET. 


Clubwomen Present Hot Petition for 
Removal of Four Members of Library 
Board—Investigation of the Charges 
Against Miss Jones Decided Upon. 


INE hundred and ninety-nine 

members of the Friday Morning 

Club, through their representa- 
tives, yesterday afternoon made a per- 
sonal appeal to Mayor McAleer to re- 
move Library Directors Dockwefler, 
Marshutz, Wright and Trueworthy for 
“unjustifiabiy dismissing Mary I. 
Jones, city librarian.” 

Their appeal so moved the executive 
heart that a call was at once issued 
for an immediate meeting of the May- 
or’s cabinet, to consider the first real 
crisis in the present administration. 

But four of his ministers were in the 
city. They rushed breathless to the 


executive chamber, where they were 
quickly closeted with the Mayor. 

Twice this sjar-chamber session was 
interrupted by representatives from 
other woman's clubs, who came to as- 
sure the chief executive that similar 
appeals are coming from the Eben 
Club, the Wednesday Morning Club, 
the Ruskin Art Club, and from a num- 
ber of other associations. 

By the time of the second interrap- 
tion the Mayor was showing evident 
signs of distress. He told aii callers 
that the affair rested entirely in the 
hands of “my cabinet.” 

The chickens had gone tw roost in 
the Sixth Ward when the Muyor finally 
emerged from the executive session, 
and announced that: “My cabinet has 
decided by a unanimous vote that 
there must be a public investigation.” 

The Mayor explained that he is not 
yet assured whether it is the execu- 
tive or the Council that must order 
this investigation. 

“The dismissal of the librarian was 
not an administration movement,” 
said the Mayor, but the storm of pro- 
test is so great that it is due to th» 
people that the entire affair be made 
public. 

“I shall not pass judgment en the 
members of the library board until! 
that investigation is held.” 

Director Marshuts, the only member 
of the board who came near the May- 
or’s office during the afternoon, says 
that he is in favor of an immediate 
and full investigation of the conditions 
in the library. Marshutz is the only 
appointee of Mayor McAleer on the 
board 


“I have had my initiation,” he siche 
wearily. “Il thought at firet that it 
was all smooth sailing on the library 
board, but I guess I have received the 
three degrees all at once.” 

Mr. Marehuitz is a member of the 
Friday Morning Club which is asking 
the Mayor for her husband's removal.

BUSINESS. 


The day's gains in the New York 
stock market were less widely dis- 
tributed yesterday, and the weight of 
selling seemed less easy to absorb than 
was the case the preceding day. The 
Chicago wheat market was strong the 
entire session. September closed at 
LIBRARY WAR WHOOP. 

Notwithstanding the war whoops 
that rend the air, and the various 
ghost dances that are in progres; on 
account of the appointment of a new 
city librarian, The Times is authorized 
to state that when Mr. Lummis takes 
charge he will not employ Indian 
women as assistants, exclusively. 
Neither will said assistants, nor any 
one else connected with the adminis- 
tration of affairs be compelled to 
wear “gee” strings. We are officially 
informed that visitors to the library. 
or its patrons, may still be allowed 
easy access to the books, even though 
they do not wear moccasins, although 
it might be a good thing if they would 
do 80. 

It were better, perhaps, to give 
Mr. Lummis a chance and let us see 
whether the thing is going to be 
turned into a red man’s happy hunt- 
ing ground or not. And even if the 
Campos, the Monos, or even the 
Piutes should be found ransacking 
the shelves for works bearing on their 
history, antecedents an ancient cus- 
toms, it must be remembered that 
Mr. Lummis has these people under 
perfect control, aud can talk their 
languages fluently.” He will doubtless 
divest them of their tomahawks and 
scalping knives the moment they 
enter the elevator, or appear on the 
fire escapes when they come to visit 
their good friend and tireless pro- 
tector. 

Of course Mr. Lummis will have his 
unlucky days. especially on Friday 
Mornings, but on an average he prob- 
ably will do fairly well. He knows a 
book when he sees it, can both read 
and write, and his objection® to claw 
hammer coats and boiled shirts are 
said to be based entirely upon prin- 
ciple. 


ZAR AND ZEMSTVOISTS. 
The Russian Minister of the In- 
terior has sent out circtiars to the 
press giving an official interpretation 
of the Emperor's recent speech to the 
delegation of zemstvoisits at Peterhof. 
It is stated in these circuiars that 
some of the periodicais and several 
newspapers have misinterpreted some 
portions of the Czar’s address, and 
have even “gone so far as to deduce 
therefrom the arbitrary conclusion 
that the Emperor's words implied 
convocation of representa- 
tives of the people on the basis of the 
existing constitutions of the countries 
of Western Europe.” 
Upon a fair and liberal interpreta- 


‘tion of the Czar's words, this meaning 


seems easily deducible, and in fact 
obvious. But it appears from the cir- 
cular of the Minister of the Interior 
that such was not the Czar's real 
meaning: that he purposes still to re- 
tain autocratic powers; that, in brief, 
the conditions of convening a na- 
tional assembly are to be based on an 
order of things responding to Rus- 
eines ‘autocratic principles; and that 
“his Majesty's words contain absolute- 
iy not the least indication of the pos- 
sibility of modifying the fundamental 
laws of the empire.” In accordance 


‘with this interpretation, the free dis- 


cussion of the Zmperor’s speech to the 
zemstvo representatives is forbidden, 
and the publication of the Russ is 
suspended for one month, upon recom- 
mendation of Assistant Minister of 
the Interior Trepoff. 

True friends of Russia will regret 
that so narrow an official construction 
has been placed upon the Emperor's 
gemstvo speech. In that speech, 60 
cordially delivered to the zemstvo rep- 
resentatives, was recognized, as the 
friends of liberty everywhere sup- 
posed, a clear note which presaged the 
manumission of the Russian people 
from the yoke of autocracy. It was 
really hoped and believed that the 
Emperor's words meant constitutional 
government and a parliament for Rus- 
sia. 
It is not yet time to abandon this 
hope. The grand dukes and other 
parasites of autocracy who surround 
the Crar wil! of course endeavor to 
retain their influence and prestige as 
long as possible. This is to heex- 
pected. But it is becoming. more and 
more obvious to the world that the 
Czar could do nothing which would 
better serve to strengthen and unify 


— 


his government than to grant to his | 


people a parliament and a constitu- 


tion. By this means, internal dissen- 


sions might be healed, sympathy be- 
iween the Russian people and their 
sovereign might be restored, and the 
national power and prestige would be 
unmeasurably increased. 

The bureaucracy has brought Russia 
to the verge of ruin. Constitutional- 
ism, if invoked in a spirit of sincerity, 
would repair the injury, and would 
place Russia before the world as one 
of its greatest powers. With a loyal 
people back of him, the Czar would be 
practically invincible. With the 
beancracy back of him, he cannot hope 
for peace, tranquillity, and a victorious 
reign. 


TROL OF CORPORATIONS. 

In his address at Williams Col- 
lege, on Thursday, the President took 
oceasion to refer to one of the impor- 
tant problems of the hour—the govern- 
ment regulation and control of great 
industrial combinations. As a branch 
of the subject he referred also to the 
railroads and the so-called question 
of “rate-making,” repeating his pre- 
viously-expressed views on this sub- 
ject. He advocated a “closer super- 
vision by the government of great in- 
dustrial combinations,” and expressed 
the opinion that “it has been a great 
mistake to act on a theory which 
helped frame our legislation, national 
and State, for the last thirty years — 
the theory that it is possible to turn 
back the hands of the clock, to forbid 
combinations according to and under 


conditions which haye 
passed away.” The President decla 
thet what we can do is to “put a d 
ferent supervision over the owner 
the corporation,” and that such super- 
vision, in Mis opinion, can neither 
come through the State nor througi 
the municipality, but that “ultimate- 
ly, in the great majority of cases, to 
be effective it must be exercised by 
the national government.” 


This opinion will undoubtedly be in- 


dorsed by the great majority of per- 
sons who have studied the subject of 
controlling and regulating great cor- 
porations. That the problem, if 
solved at all, must be solved by the 
exercise of national sovereignty, is al- 
most an axiom. But it is almost 
equally clear to the ordinary mind 
that if great corporations arp to be 
restrained from violations of the law, 
the government's action must lie, not 
alone against the corporations as such, 
but against the responsible officers of 
such corporations, who are in reality 
the active and inspiring force of the 
corporate entity. 

If a corporation, per se, violates the 
law, can the officers who direct its ac- 
tions escape responsibility? Is it not 
an axiom of law that a principal is 
responsible for the acts of his agents? 
if this principle is to be departed from 
in the prosecution of “merger” cases 
and other violations of the law (in- 
cluding unjust discriminations by rail- 
roads,) the government its not likely 
to be very uniformly successful in 
bringing the responsible persons to 
justice. 


As Messrs. Harmon and Judson 


(Special government counsel in the 
Santa Fé rebate case) so forcibly 
pointed out, great corporations “can- 
not be imprisoned, and punishment by 
fine is not only inadeqnate, but 
reaches the real culprits only lightly, 
at all. The evils with which we are 
now confronted,” they declare, “are 
corporate in name but individual in 
fact. Guilt is always personal. So 
long as officials can hide behind their 
corporations, no remedy can be effect - 
ive. When the government searches 
out the guilty men and makes corpor- 
ate wrougdoing mean personal pun- 
ishment and dishonor, the law will be 
enforced.” These are obvious truths in 
the abstract, whether they be applied 
justly, adequately and impartially or 


not. 
R * TAPE AT WASHINGTON. 
The President has appointed a 
committee to facilitate the transac- 
tion of business in the government 
offices at Washington. It seems that 
a sort of what Dickens describes as 
the “Circumlocution Office” has crys- 
tallized into a system in some of the 
departments. A characteristic speci- 
men of red tape methods is cited by 
one of the Washington correspond- 
ents who was looking into the where- 
fore of the new order. The chief of 
a small division in the office of 
the Secretary of Agriculture de- 
sired to make an inquiry of a clerk 
in an adjoining office. He touched a 
putton for a messenger, told him to 
summon a stenographer, had the ques- 
tion noted in pothooks, transcribed on 
a typewriter, enclosed in an envelope, 
and directed to the party addressed. 
A messenger was again called to con- 
vey the communication, which duty he 
performed, and the clerk wrote out the 
answer on a typewriter, and duly 
transmitted it to the first inquirer. 
The latter opened the letter and read 
the reply: Tomorrow.“ 

Another example ocourred in the 
War Office. A young officer wished 
to get two thermometers required in 
his work. His recuisition had to have 
the endorsement of twenty-eight of- 
ficers. But that was oni half the trip 
of that requisition, for it went back 
by the same route. These may be ex- 
treme cases, but all who have had 
business at Washington knOW that de- 
lays in many cases are almost inter- 
minable, and what is more exasperat- 


ing, often absolutely neediess. 


But while the cases cited are doubt- 
less extreme, it is felt that wherever 
these evils do exist, even in a moder- 
ate degree, they should be remedied, 
hence the appdintment of the Commis- 
sion. It consists of Charles Keep. As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
chairman; Frank H. Hitchcock, First 
Assistant Postmaster General: Law- 
rence O. Murray, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor; James R. Gar- 


| Reid, Commissioner of Corporations; 


and Gifford Pinchot, Chief of the 
Bureau of Forestry in the Department 
of Agricuiture. 

These Commissioners are to simplify 
the preparation of decisions for minis- 
terial approval; equalize salaries for 
similar services in the different de- 
partments; standardize government 
supplies and have them purchased 
through a central purchasing office; 
revise the systems of accounting and 
make them conform to the most mod- 
ern business methods: bring about in- 
terdeparimental codperation and elim- 
inate all work not clearly indispen- 
sable; and adjust other details of 
clerical work so as to facilitate the 
transaction of public business: in 
other words to secure promptness, ac- 
curacy and the highest efficiency.

The Milan correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Mall has interviewed Prof. 
Levi, who recently discovered a new 
treatment for consumption, consisting 
of repeated subcutaneous injections of 
jodine modified in a particular manner. 

Hitherto the disinfecting power of 
jodine has never been successfully util. 
ized in curing infectious internal dis- 
eases in human beings, for the reason 
that when iodine comes in contact with 
human blood it immediately combines 
with the alkaline elements to form al- 
kaline ſodures, the disinfecting proper- 
tles of which are very small. 

Prof. Levi has recently succeeded in 
preparing iodine in such a manner as 
to deprive-it of this property and to 


cause it, in circulation unmixed 
threugh the tissues of the human 
frame, to come in contact with the 


tubercular microbes and bring to bear 
all its curative power against them. 
The professor states that after ob- 
taining satisfactory results with an- 
mais suffering from tuberculosis, he

Graphite-Damourite.

ANSWER: (1.) No It is a very 
inypure sample with not over 5 per cen:. 
graphite. (2 and 4.) Such as is bought 
by the Dixon Crucible Company must 
be absolutely free from grit and nearly 
pure carbon (graphite.) Joseph Hyde 
Pratt, “Mineral Resources, 1903," gives 
a plain, practical, and most excellent 
paper on the subject from which we 
will quote: “There are three dis inet 
varieties of graphite on the market— 
crystalline, amorphous, and artific.al. 
These are used to some extent for the 
same purpose, but there are some uses 
to which each is especially applied. Of 
the two natural forms of graphite the 
crystalline is the more vaiuable, and 
is usually a purer de of graphite, 
being worth about per ton, while 
the amorphous is only worth about $15 
per ton. The aritificial graphite av- 
ehages still higher in value, about $92 

r ton, this being due to the particu- 
ar form in which some of it is 
P Crystalline graph.te 
can be used for all purposes for which 
graphite is required, but — chief uses 
are in the manufacture refractory 
products, lubricants, electrotypes, and 
pencils, for which it is especially 
adapted on account of its purity. It 
has been estimated that of all the crys- 
talline graphite consumed in the coun- 
try. 55 per cent. was for crucibles, 15 
per cent. for stove polish. 10 per cent. 
for foundry facings, 5 cent. for 
paint, and 15 per cent. for all other 
purposes, including pencils, powder 
giazing, electrotyping, steam packing 
and various other minor uses. The 
coarser and purer form of the crystal- 
line graphite is used for the manufac- 
ture of crucibles, pencils, lubricants 
and electrotypes, and is known on the 
market as lump graphite, and chip 
graphite, the former being more valua- 
ble. For the other purposes, as in the 
manufacture of stove polish, foundry 
facings. paints, etc.. those grades of 
crystalline graphite known as dust and 
swepings, are used, the dust having 
the higher price.” Amorphous graphite 
occurs in nature much more abun- 
dantly than the crystalline variety. By 
the term amorphous “Dana's glossary” 
shows—Greek a, not and morphe, shape. 
Having no regular structure or form 
either crystalline or imitative. Such 
graphite is found in granular form, 
also mixed with silica, and very often 
with mica, rendering a complete sep- 
aration almost impossible.

years, from residues in gas manufac- 
ture, Ste., but it has not been over 
nine years that the product has been 
commercially produced. 

three principle methods by 
which artificial graphite have deen 
made are: <1.) By heating amorphous 
carbon to a very high temperature in 
the electric furnace. (2.) By dissolv- 
Ing an excess of carbon in a molten 
metal at a high temperature; on al- 
lowing the metal to cool down the ex- 
cess of carbon rates out as graph- 
ite. (3.) By the dissociation of cer- 
tain carbon“ compounds by means of 
metallic iron, or iron oxide, at high 
temperatures. The method now em- 
ployed in the manufacture of artificial 
graphite was discovered by EK. G. Ache- 
son, who also discovered carborundum. 
Mr. Acheson defines his method of 
mahufacture as follows: This method 
of manufacturing graphite I would de- 
fine as consisting in heating carbon, in 
association with one or more oxides, to 
@ temperature sufficientiy high to 
cause a chemical’ reaction between the 
constituents, and then continuing the 
heating until the combined carbon sep- 
arates in the free state. It is not, how- 
ever, limited to the use of oxides as 
pure metals, their suplhides and other 
salts may be used, but for various rea- 
sons the oxides are to be preferred. 
This procession was first patented in 
1896, U. S. patent, No. 598,323, entitl 


“Manufacture of Graphite,” having 
been issued to Mr. Acheson. This pat- 
ent reads partly as follows: “I have 


also discovered that in order to produce 
pure graphite from carbonaceous mate- 
rials there is an indirect conversion, 
and tat the act of the formation of 
the graphite is more in the nature of 
an act of dissociation of the carbon 
from its combination with ether ma- 
terials than a conversion of the ordi- 
nary carbon into graphite, and that, as 
a preliminary step, the carbon has ta 
be combined chemically with some 
other material. Thus, I have found 
that. if the carbonaceous material or 
carbon used in the process contains a 
considerable proportion of mineral mat- 
ter, or if it is mixed with a certain 
proportion of oxide or oxides, such as 
silica, clay, alumina, manganese, lime, 
or oxide of iron, and subjected to the 
treatment as hereinafter set forth, the 
yield of graphite is enormously in- 
creased and the product is most satis- 
factory.

SAN FERNANDO (Cai.) June 2. — 
{To the Editor of The Times] Mr. 
Marshall's letter in your issue of the 
18th inst., seems to have attracted the 
attention of a large number of orange 
growers and caused a great deal of 
comment. 

Cettainly, the returns from all or- 
ange growing sections have not been 
as discouraging as he tnilicates, for in 
Fernando the growers received from 
the April “pool” e cents per packed 
vox, including “standards,” when the 
latter averaged 30 per cent. of the total 
crop; from orchards that had a large 
per centage of the two higher grades. 
— average was proportionately bet- 


“In this section too, the cost of pro- 
duction is not as great as he indicates, 
for there is no scale to fight: no fumi- 
gating, no washing and the loss from 
decay im transit is so small that it 
hardly affects the general returns, ani 
there is practically no waste. 

Cheap water too can be had dy 
those willing to sink a well and equip 
it with a pumping plant: one wer 
lirigated a thirty-acre ranch for an 
actual cost of less than $3 per acre. 

If Mr. Marshall's letter will only 
Start the mass of orange growers to 
thinking and cause them to substi- 
tute for that “cynical smile” some con- 
certed action they may convince the 
rairoad companies that their own in- 
terests lie in reducing freight and icing 
charges, for their own interests will 
surely be affected if their excessive 
charges force a lot of growers out of 
the business, and force them to cut 
duwn and root out thousands of acres 
of orange trees, that are now produc- 
ing So many carloads, and mean a 
huge sum of money in freight revenues 
each year. In the scale-infested dis- 
tricts, something to lower the cost be- 
tween grower and consumer has got 
to happen, or the former will give up. 
Only in the past few years we have 
seen that the high rates on lemons 
ferced the cutting down or budding 
over of thousands and thousands of 
productive lemon trees, which was only 
stopped when finally the rates were 
reduced by a fifth.
